End of Examiner's Amendment- 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-17, 19-14 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 7, 15 and 20, the instant application is directed to a 
method, storage medium and apparatus of implementation of encoding speech signal with 
generated excitation data. Each of the independent claims, combining some well known features 
in the art, identifies the uniquely distinct features of: 

if the voice activity is not detected, encoding a first data frame of the signal to 
create a first non active voice frame, including 

generating a first excitation based on the plurality of random noise 
samples of the lookup table, and 

generating the first non active voice frame based on a scale factor and the 
first excitation; and 

after encoding the first data frame of the signal, reusing the generated first 
excitation to encode each subsequent data frame of the signal until a voice activity of the 
signal is detected, each encoding of a respective subsequent data frame of the signal 
including 

altering the scale factor based on any change in a noise condition of the 
signal, and 
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generating a respective non active voice frame based on the scale factor 
and the already generated first excitation of the first data frame. 

6. The prior art of record, the speech coding standard ("ITU-T Recommendation G.729" 
and "G.729 Annex B", 1996) and THYSSEN (US 6,813,602), provided numerous teachings and 
techniques for speech encoding/decoding, including analysis-by-synthesis model for speech 
coding, providing LPC (linear predictive coding) and LSP (line spectrum pairs) for processing 
CELP (code-excited linear-prediction) vocoder, generating/using adaptive codebook and fixed 
codebook (or lookup table) parameters for excitation signal, providing generated Gaussian 
samples as portion of excitation for noise signal frame/subframe, providing rescaled and updated 
excitation signal including computing gain in loop process for each frame/subframe, and 
providing voice activity detection and comfort noise generation; controlling and optimizing gain 
value (scale factor) based on noise level. However, the combined features stated above, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over the prior art of the record.
